There was with me a short time ago Lieutenant Catalano of the 
Italian Army, who I understand is a graduate (M.A.) of Varsity and for 
some time was an instructer in the Italian Department of the University 
of Torontoe He has done he tells me three years service in the Arny 
here, has been wounded and is now the transport officer of the Cosenza 
Regiment stationed near Trieste. 

Now that the war is over he is anxious to get back to his duties 
in Toronto — apparently from the cheques he showed me he is still on the 
staff of the University —- and he was thinking that if his services were 
urgently needed in the Italian Department, a note to that effect might 
facilitate his release from the Italian army. 

do not know if the University has special need of him at 
present or not but if such be the case, perhaps you might think it 
advisable to have pointed out the desirability of his early demobilizatione 

I did not know Lieutenant Catalano in Toronto but hearing of the 
Canadian Government Office here and remembering me at the University, he 
came in to see me and to talk over the ace of undergraduate lifes 

Just recently I have read with a profounfi interest in the 
Canadian press the proud war records of Toronto University and I am sure 
such heroism must be no stall gratification to you who have been from the 
outset most untiring in your efforts for the Great Causee
